You can have lobsters or qua- 
hogs from eastern Casco Bay, but 
you can't have both, according to 
• lobstermen who want to keep qua- 
ho g dra ggers out of their waters. 

Draggermen have asked the 
state for permission to dredge the 
ocean floor off Harpsweil, George- 
town and Phippsburg for hard-shell 
clams called quahogs. 

But lobstermen have stren- 
uously opposed "quahoggers" 
dredging up their rich fishing 
grounds and disturbing their gear. 
They have asked Department of 
Marine Resources officials to reject 
the quahog dredging request 

Marine Resources Commisi- 
soner William Brennan is sched- 
uled to decide late this week 
whether to permit quahoggers in 
eastern Casco Bay. 

"At this point, there seems like a 
great potential for gear conflict 
here," Brennan said Tuesday. "And 
that is a serious concern to me." 

The dispute surfaced this 
spring, when prices for the mahog- 
any-colored clams increased to $40 
a bushel and fishermen began clam- 
oring to cash in on a recently-dis- 
covered quahog bed between Bai- 
ley's Island and South port 

To harvest ocean quahogs, drag- 
gers use hydraulic dredges that dig 
6 inches into the ocean floor to 
scoop up quahogs that burrow into

ALFRED — Former Kennebunk selectman 
and scoutmaster Peter rL Burr pleaded guilty 
Tuesday to having unlawful sexual contact 
with a 16-year-oid boy and was sentenced to 
364 days in jail. 

Burr, 42, is accused of having contact with the 
youth on a Scout camping trip in North Sha- 
pleigh on Oct. 17 or 18, 1986. 

Under the conditions of a plea agreement, 
Burr will be on probation for five years after he 
completes the jail time. He was ordered to have 
counseling, and not to become involved with 
* 'th organizations. 

t a jail press conference after the court 
<*. ^earance, Burr said he pleaded guilty 
"because I am exhausted. I can't fight any 
more." 

Burr also said he changed his plea "because I 
am concerned for the youth and the parents, and

my former colleagues who have stood by me 
through these troubles." 

He has been in the jail for the past two 
months, and the sentence means he probably 
will serve about six more months there. 

The sentencing ended a yearlong series of 
much-publicized events surrounding the flam- 
boyant Burr, who was the subject of an investi- 
gation, quit his teaching job and civic posts, was 
arrested, and disappeared and resurfaced 
several times. 

With his ankles chained together, Burr shuf- 
fled into the courthouse Tuesday and told 
waiting reporters that he or his attorney, Peter

A two-count grand jury 
indictment was returned 
against Burr in September. In 
January, he also was arrested 
on a two-count indictment from 
Connecticut arising from 
suspected sex activities in that 
state with youths. 

District Attorney Mary V, 
Tousignant told the court that 
Burr was changing his plea 
because of a piea agreement 
under which she recommended 
the 364-day sentence, the maxi- 
mum provided by state law. 

She recommended that the 
second count, arising from a 
similar alleged sex offense on 
April 11, 1987, in Kennebunic, 
be dismissed. 

Tousignant said the piea 
bargain was part of a larger one 
in which Burr would travel to 
Connecticut within the next 
few days and plead guilty to the 
two-count indictment there. 

She said he wouid receive 
the maximum five-year sen- 
tence there on one count, with 
all but one year suspended, and 
will return here to serve the 
sentences concurrently. The 
second felony count there will 
be dismissed. 

Tousignant said the Kenne- 
bunk-area victim and his par- 
ents "are satisfied with the sen- 
tence," which he is expected to 
serve at the York County Jail. 

At the jail, corrections Lt. 
Raymond Moreau said an indi- 
vidual receiving a 364-day sen- 
tence and two months credit 
"with good time will serve 



about six months." 

Tousignant said she was 
"relieved" that the cases have 
been disposed of. "It has been a 
great strain on everyone and 
especially the youth he . was 
involved with," she said. - 

DeTroy said pleading guilty 
was Burr's decision. He said he 
expected a still-outstanding 
fugitive warrant from Lincoln 
County to be dismissed. 

Last July, Burr disappeared 
while camping in the New 
Hampshire mountains. An ail- 
points bulletin was issued in 
September after the indictment 
was returned. He was located in 
mid-November in Las Vegas 
and returned here. 

When he was released from 
jail on $5,000 bail in late 
No vember, regular contact with 
a probation officer and a curfew 
were ordered. 

On Jan. 3, he was arrested on 
the Milford, Conn., indictment 
and held at the Cumberland 
County Jail. Later, Burr was 
examined at Augusta Mental 
Health Institute after an appar- 
ent suicide attempt in jail. 

Burr was released on bail 
again, but in January an arrest 
warrant was issued when he 
violated a curfew. He was found 
at Maine Medical Center in 
Portland under observation for 
depression. 

He disappeared again in 
mid-February after his case had 
been transferred to Lincoln 
County. He was thought to be in 
Chicago, but eventually was 
found in a disoriented condition 
in a parked car in Kennebunk. 

It was then that he was 
ordered held at the county jail 
pending disposition of his case, 
and bail was returned to two 
relatives who originally posted 
it.

Bowdoin student views 
Beijing protest firsthand 



BRUNSWICK (AP) — Pro- 
testing Chinese students seem 
well in control of the Tienanmen 
Square in Beijing, according to a 
Bowdoin College student who 
had no idea his studies in China 
wouid give him a first-hand view 
of this volatile chapter in the 
Asian nation's history. 

Most of Beijing remains calm, 
however, Asian studies major 
Adam Najberg said in an inter- 
view Tuesday. 

"It is only crazy around (Tien- 
anmen) square," the Worcester, 
Mass,, native said. "Hundreds of 
thousands of students are 
crammed into a three-block area. 
It used to be nice, but now it is a

Najberg said that when he 
went to the Beijing Foreign Lan- 
guages Normal College, he 
expected life wouid be different*. .

In describing the increasing 
support the Chinese students are 
receiving, Najberg said; M At the 
beginning it was just a student 
protest. Now it has countrywide 
support. People from all walks of 
life are involved — common peo- 
ple from the country, workers and

ALFRED — Standing before half a dozen reporters 
in the fenced-in yard of the York County Jail iate 
Tuesday morning, convicted sex offender Peter H. 
Burr pondered the future and explained his decision to 
piead guilty. 

When asked if he committed the two offenses 
alleged in the county indictment, and two still 
awaiting disposition in a Miiford, Conn., court, 
Burr said, "I have a paper here that says I have 
been convicted, and that's it." 

"I know what happened and the boy involved 
knows what happened," he added. "People must 
take responsibility for their actions and I am taking 
responsibility.'* 

In Kennebunk, where Burr was a selectman, 
teacher and scoutmaster, officials and residents 
expressed relief that Burr had pleaded guilty to 
unlawful sexual contact with a juvenile. 

"I'm just glad it's over with," said Selectman 
Dorothy Stevens, referring to the yearlong chain 
of events that preceded Burr's decision to plead 
guilty in York County Superior Court on Tuesday. 

"I think it's the best thing for Mr. Burr and 
the town of Kennebunk that it's done and over," 
she said. 

School Superintendent Leo Martin said he felt only 



c, a very small percentage" of students in the district, 
many of whom looked up to Burr as civic leader and 
teacher, were deeply bothered by Burr's predicament. 

ft I think, to the majority of the students, it 
has become a dead issue." 

Outwardly, Boy Scout Troop 304, where Burr 
served as scoutmaster, appears to have weath- 
ered the controversy, according to Breen Savage, 
former assistant scoutmaster, who served with Burr 
until Burr was suspended from the troop Last spring. 

"My assumption is that they handled it well," 
Savage said. "But you never know how some- 
body feeis inside." 

Burr said he does not have clear recollections 
of the periods in which he disappeared from this 
area. Once he was found in Las Vegas, a second 
time at Maine Medical Center in Portland, and a 
third time "disoriented" in a car in Kennebunk. 

He said he has no suicidal tendencies, although on 
two occasions he has written what have been 
described as suicide notes. 

"I have received strong and continued support from 
former (Boy) Scouts, their families, and my former 
professional and political colleagues, and I have drawn 
strength from this support," he said. 

He said. he has resigned himself to serving 
time in jail. "Already, 1 am helping others in the 
jail, in educational activities."

' - KENNEBUNK (AP) — A former 
Boy Scout leader and selectman 
who is wanted on charges of unlaw- 
ful sexual contact is in a Las Vegas 
jail awaiting an extradition hear- 
ing, authorities said. 

Peter rL Burr, 41, who was 
apprehended yesterday after being 
stepped for a f raffle violation, is 
being held without bail on a fugi- 
tive-from-justice warrant, a jail 
clerk said. 

York County District Attorney 
Mary Tousignant said the poiice 
apparently had learned Burr was a 
fugitive when they did a routine 
background check. 



An extradition hearing is to be 
held tomorrow in Las Vegas. 
Should Burr waive extradition, he 
could be returned to the state in 10 
days, Tousignant said. Otherwise, 
his transfer to Maine could take 60 
days. 

The former Boy Scout leader 
and teacher disappeared in July, 
then was indicted Sept 9 on wo 
charges of unlawful sexual contact 
with a Kennebunk juvenile. The 
incidents allegedly occurred in 
October 1986 and April 1987.

Former scout .leader ■ 
resigns as selectman

KENNEBUNK — Former selectman and scout- 
master Peter Burr is now the target of a federal 
investigation into allegations of sexual misconduct 
involving a teen-age boy, according to as FBI 
spokesman. 

Burr, 41 t resigned from the Board of Selectman 
Tuesday night for health reasons. He was removed 
as Troop 304 Scoutmaster last week by a .10- 
m ember committee of Boy Scout parents, 

FBI Special Agent John Goherty said yesterday 
' that Burr, also a Kennebunk High School social 
studies teacher, was being investigated by the FBI 
because some of the alleged sexual misconduct 
took place outside of Maine. 

"We are aware of the allegations and we have 
initiated an investigation in an effort to determine 
whether there have been violations which fall 
under our jurisdiction," Cloherty said from the 
FBI's Boston office. 

Last week, town and state police were reported- 
ly involved in the investigation of the lifelong 
Kennebunk resident 

Scout Executive Robert Denlinger confirmed the 
FBI's role/ 

"As of (Monday) the investigation was com-' 
pieteiy turned over to the FBI," Denlinger said 
from the' Pine Tree Council's Portland office. 
"Some of their investigation is being done out of 
state." 

Neither the FBI nor scout spokesmen would say 
how many boys had made allegationsagainst Burr. 
Also, both declined to comment on where else the 
investigation was taking place. 

A Troop 304 member said last night that Burr 
had called him within the last 72 hours "to find out 
what was going on." 

"L told him I didn't want to talk to Jam," the 
scout said.
